Ross Harrison, Bureau Chief, Information and Education Bureau, presented the following item.

Information will be presented on EcoNewsWire, a news packet that is now distributed weekly to
statewide media from the Environmental Protection, Waste Management Assistance and Energy
and Geological Resources Divisions. EcoNewsWire started on May 20 and we have now
released nine issues. The content included both “good” and “bad” news ranging from violators
to citizens receiving environmental awards. EcoNewsWire is being offered on the DNR’s
website and a photo gallery has been developed on the Internet so pictures can also be offered to
media to accompany the articles.

Ross Harrison explained how the I & E Bureau functions in that his staff are centrally located in
that bureau but they are assigned to different areas of the department. He gave an example of
how four I & E staff members work with the Environmental Protection Division, and one
specific staff person covers the Waste Management Buréau as well as the Energy Bureau. Mr.
Harrison introduced one of his staff, Kevin Baskins, to explain the EcoNewsWire.

Mr. Baskins distributed copies of the current issue of EcoNewsWire and stated that it is similar
to the Fish and Wildlife News, which has been sent to the press on a weekly basis for several
years. He related that Director Johnson thought it would be equally suitable to keep the press
apprised on what is happening on the Environmental Protection, Waste Management Assistance,
and Energy and Geological Survey Divisions, and that is what the newsletter is designed to do.
He noted that it is distributed every Thursday to over 300 media outlets across the state. He
stated that a vast majority of the 300 outlets receive the EcoNewsWire electronically, and that is
something the department will build on by developing a photo gallery so the media can link into
our webpage and download a photo to go with the story. Mr. Baskins noted that the newsletter
has a strong balance of good news, current ecological events, and list of environmental violators.
He related that a lot of the material in EcoNewsWire is being picked up by the media.

Chairman Ehm commended the department and staff on their good work in producing the
EcoNewsWire.

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TIRE RECYCLING EDUCATION INITIATIVES - COUNTY GRANT PROGRAM

Roya Stanley, Division Administrator, Waste Management Assistance Division, presented the
following item.

Innovative Education Strategy

educational tool through the Department’s Waste Tire Management County Grant Program.
Serving Jefferson, Keokuk, and Washington Counties, this landfill agency and its manager, Ray
Griffin, elected to invest a significant portion of their counties’ grant award in producing a tire
recycling educational video; the video is designed to explore issues associated with proper waste
tire disposal and recycling.

From the outset, SEMCO wanted to produce a video that would not only be of interest and use
locally, but statewide as well. SEMCO asked for the Department’s assistance to ensure that key
issues for tires could be explored. Through this effort, a short video has now been completed for
use in junior/senior high schools and driver’s education classes.

Key issues presented in the video are:

e Hazards of improper tire disposal: tire fires, mosquito breeding, general nuisance and

unsightliness
e Recycled uses for waste tires: high-heat fuel sources in industry, ground rubber for surfacing
and products
Proper disposal practices: how individuals can do their part to recycle tires
Tire preventative maintenance: tire rotation, balancing, tread depth

Recognition for Video

At the spring meeting of the Iowa Society of Solid Waste Operations (ISOSWO), staff from the
Department’s Waste Management Assistance Division was invited to speak on tire recycling
issues. SEMCO’s video was shown at this time, and SEMCO received a recognition certificate
from the Department for their innovative approach to tire recycling education.

The Department has also submitted a copy of this video as an entry in the annual Association of
Conservation Agencies (ACAs) Education Awards contest.

Many recycling education coordinators, teachers, and civic groups from around the state have
requested copies of the video, and it is being shown in classrooms, forums, and on local cable-
access across Iowa.

The commission will be provided an opportunity to view this video, and additional copies will be
made available as requested.
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Ms. Stanley stated that the tire pile cleanup at both Otho and Vinton are going well. She related
that the department also wants to work on preventing that type of thing as well as to work with
people so they understand it is not a good idea to throw tires in the ditch. She explained the
SEMCO project which will help to educate the public in these areas, noting that the video is
targeted for junior and senior high schools and driver education classes.

Mel Pins, WMA Division, stated that there are copies of the video available if a Commissioner
would like one. He briefly explained the video and played it for the Commission’s review.

Brief discussion followed on getting the word out about this educational tool.

Chairman Ehm announced Public Participation at 1:45 p.m.
Roger Larson, Humboidt Co. ICCI - hog issues

Roger Larson, farmer and pork producer from Bode, Iowa, stated that he is one of a dozen Iowa
Citizens for Community Improvement (ICCI) members from Humboldt County, who made the
trip to the Commission meeting to speak about some of the problems in their area. He related
that he would like action from the DNR on four sites in his region. He noted that the Humboldt
ICCI recently held two meetings with officials from DNR and he is present today because the
DNR is not doing their job due to a lack of enforcement, lack of follow through, and lack of
penalties and fines. He commented that one excuse they received from DNR is that they do not
have enough staff, and ICCI’s contention is that if the DNR would levy some hefty fines they
could get by with less staff. He discussed the number of polluted waters in the state as listed by
DNR and the difference as listed by the EPA. He distributed copies of a map entitled “Humboldt
County Hog Factory Map,” and noted that the X’s denote a hog factory (between 2,000 — 6,000
hogs). Mr. Larson stated that the hog factories are owned and stocked by Murphy Family Farms,
Heartland Pork, and Land O Lakes. He spoke about Humboldt County’s unique geology,
ADW’s and natural sinks, and related that those are a problem with the hog factories nearby. He
reiterated that DNR is not protecting the waters or the environment from the factory hog farms
and he would like action on these problems. He expanded on issues at one of four specific sites
(Kevin Tellier/Murphy Family Farms) and gave a chronology of issues at that site. He
questioned whether the Tellier lagoon will be closed down and replaced with a metal slurry store
by August 28, and asked if the DNR will order Tellier to move the county tile that runes between
the two hog buildings.
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Vicky Anderson, Humboldt Co. ICCI — hog issues

Vicky Anderson, Hancock County, discussed a Thompson/Land O Lakes hog facility near her
home. She told about nearby test wells which have been contaminated and noted that fecal
coloform bacteria was present in 21 of 34 monthly samples. She related that DNR solution is to
put in another test well and she is tired of being a guinea pig. She asked that the facility be shut
down.

Louie Falleson, Humboldt Co. ICCI — hog issues

Louie Falleson, Humboldt County, spoke about the Goodell/Heartland Pork site located two
miles from his home. He gave a chronology of complaints about the site and expressed concern
about the Goodells spreading manure on property across from Marlene and Gary Nilles, adding
that the land has a 30 inch tile 2.5 feet deep which empties into a natural sink on the Nilles’s
property. He displayed a map of the area showing the two natural sinks. He related that the
Nilles drinking well was tested and found fecal coloform bacteria was double the acceptable rate
and nitrates were high. Mr. Falleson expanded on that issue and stated that he feels the DNR has
not done enough to find the source of the contamination. In closing, he asked if the DNR finds
the Goodell’s are the source of contamination to the Nilles well if they would order them to stop
applying manure to that section of the land.

Darlow Rapple, Humboldt Co. ICCI - hog issues

Darlow Rapple, resident of Humboldt and member of the city council, spoke about the
Avery/Rutland Feeder Pig site owned by Dave Dodgen and noted that it is within a couple
hundred yards of the west branch of the Des Moines River. He stated that there is a pasture on
low ground where they dump all of their waste from the lagoons and it is in a floodplain. He
related that DNR took tests of the spring pond located 200 feet from the Avery lagoon and found
it highly contaminated. He presented a chronology of complaints made to Mr. Dodgen regarding
this contamination and problems with the lagoon. He asked the DNR to order Dodgen to empty
the lagoon and stop the contamination of the groundwater.

In wrapping up, Roger Larson reiterated that he would ask the Commission to see that the
Tellier/Murphy Farms lagoon be closed down and replaced with a metal slurry, and to have a
completion date on it by August28. He also asked the Commission to commit to work with
DNR to have the county tile line removed that runs between the two existing buildings on the
site. He stated that the Thompson/Land O Lakes facility is leaking and asked that it be closed
down. Mr. Larson noted that on the Goodell/Heartland Pork facility he would like the
Commission and the DNR to help find the source of contamination and to stop the spreading of
manure in that area. He stated that he believes the lagoon on the Dave Dodgen property is
leaking and should be emptied and checked to make sure it has a clay liner. He noted that he has
information to support these claims and it is not just talk. He again suggested that the DNR
assess some stiff fines to set an example. He stated that the DNR has been more of a public
relations agency than an enforcement agency in his part of the state.
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Linda King — Small Business Liaison Update

Linda King, Department of Economic Development, distributed copies of some past quarterly
reports for the Small Business Liaison for Air Quality. She stated that her job is to help small
businesses comply with air quality standards. She reviewed that at the last Commission meeting
she related she would provide the Commission with a status report. She noted that she has been
mvolved this year Wlth the Quad Cltres Who are close to exceedmg some standards set by the

Outreach Cost Determmatlon Surveys for busmesses to put together a Volunteer program So
they are not polluting as much; Cost Determination Surveys to find out the costs of the Clean
Air Act for small businesses; Client Assistance; Newsletter; Asbestos Workshop; Screen
Printers Workshop; Agri Business Surverys; Regulations Review; and Work with Business
License Information Center. Ms. King also discussed the need to implement the Compliance
Advisory Panel. '

APPOINTMENT - DWIGHT RUTTER (Carroll Foods swine facility)

Dwight Rutter, Fostoria, distributed a notebook containing background information and photos
of a Carroll Foods swine facility in Clay County. He provided some background on the purchase
of a nearby farm by Carroll Foods. He noted that the alluvial acquifer on the area is seven inches
under the ground and there is water in the ditch year around, as well as water that seeps out of the
ground. He expressed concern about two, ten-million gallon lagoons that would be a threat to the
town’s water supply and he expanded on that issue and possible lagoon leakage. He spoke about
a meeting held by the county and learned there was nothing they could do on the local level. He
also discussed a trip he took with a group to North Carolina swine facilities and related that there
is a lot of pollution in N.C. Mr. Rutter related that our law would do nothing to stop Carroll
Foods from building on that farm and he led a public campaign to stop it, but it did not do any
good. He also discussed the permit process through the DNR, the Manure Management Plan by
Carroll Foods, and the eventual permit denial by DNR. He related that last July Carroll Foods
began building a facility with different specifications and an above ground slurry system.
Mr. Rutter stated that he then began a federal nuisance suit against Carroll Foods and does not
know the status of that.

APPOINTMENT — DANA PERSSON (Golden Oval Eggs)

Dana Persson, President and CEO, Golden Oval Eggs, distributed an information packets with
and environmental brochure, a project brochure, a copy of their 1998 annual report, a number of
newspaper articles, and a summary of public comments and Golden Oval’s response. He
presented background on their company, which is Minnesota based, and is expanding into Iowa.
He related that Golden Oval farmer-owners commit significant resources to control
environmental impacts and to search for better practices and tools. Mr. Persson stated that the
expansion Golden Oval is proposing for Iowa will be an investment of 75 - 80 million dollars,
will employ approximately 120 people and will use 6 million bushels of Iowa corn. He added
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that the operation is totally self-contained and will be in compliance with all environmental
regulations. He introduced Kevin Johnson, Environmental Specialist with the law firm of
Lindquist and Venamon of Minneapolis, and Craig Olson, with Yaggy Colby Associates of
~Mason City. Mr. Persson noted that he met with Paul Johnson recently and discussed Golden
Oval’s litter handling program. He discussed a comparison analysis they did on how their
present program compares with current Iowa laws, and he related that the analysis shows that in
some areas they are above and beyond what the regulations call for. He expaned on details of

their litter control program
theyr biter control program.

Kevin Johnson (Golden Oval Eggs)

Kevin Johnson stated that he assists Golden Oval on their compliance with environmental
regulations and interactions with the Minnesota Pollution Control (MPC) Agency. He discussed
air quality issues related to poultry facilities and expanded on details of associated monitoring by
MPC for seven months. He related they had no hydrogen sulfide standards violations during that
period. He spoke about ammonia emissions and related that the modeling showed no potential
for health impacts caused by ammonia. He noted that a report on manure disposal and air quality
concerns will be provided to Paul Johnson this week.

Craig Olson (Golden Oval Eggs)

Craig Olson stated that he is a licensed engineer specializing in water and wastewater treatment.
He described the efforts and improvements Golden Oval intends to make in order to provide a
public water supply to the facility and to handle the domestic and industrial wastewater, as well
as implement protections for storm water runoff from the site. He discussed details of each of
the improvements and how they would function. He discussed a four cell aerated lagoon system
and a scrubbing system to handle the wash water discharge.

Discussion followed regarding the operation and the 700 co-op members and the proposed
location to hold 5.5 million birds. Also discussed was land application of manure, phosphorus
content in the litter, the number of acres needed to spread the manure, and concerns in Minnesota
with Golden Oval and several other operations. Further discussion took place regarding the
volume of litter disposal and whether there are adequate acres of land for spreading the manure
without causing environmental problems.

James Sayre (Golden Oval Eggs opposition)

James Sayre, Attorney for Citizens Against Golden Oval, stated that this group has employed
him to resist every effort of Golden Oval to build their proposed facility in Iowa. He noted the
issue is not a 5.5 million poultry facility that will generate 54,060 tons of manure, but rather the
people who live in and around the facility if it is built. He related that last year Golden Oval
went to the Minnesota PCA with a proposal to expand their facility there, and they did not get the
permit because of concerns with ammonia, hydrogen sulfite, and total particulates. Mr. Sayre
noted that now they are asking Iowa to permit a facility that is two-and-one-half times that size.
He added that the people he represents would like an environmental impact study done to answer
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the questions raised by Minnesota PCA a year ago, and to questions raised by Paul Johnson in
his letter to Golden Oval on July 6. He asked where the answers are to the complaints his clients
will have over what will be a permanent nuisance, adding that they are the people who will put
up with the dust, odor and potential contammatlon He asked what the answer is to the concern
expressed by Paul Johnson, in his July 6™ letter, that this facility is approximately ¥ mile to the
East of Good Neighbors Marsh which is two sections of wetlands, and which the DNR wants to
expand to nine total sections of wetlands Mr. Sayre noted that his chents will ask the

posmon of saying to a court of law that they have put a lot of money into the facility and would
ask that it not be stopped. Mr. Sayre stressed that the time to say “no” is now.

Ellis Sprecher (Golden Oval Eggs opposition)

Ellis Sprecher, dairy farmer from Scarville, Iowa, stated that he lives about 1 2 miles northeast
of the proposed Golden Oval facility site. He noted that flies and dust pollution could be a
problem for him with that number of birds in one location, and so close to his home. He also
expressed concern about possible water pollution since Winnebago county has a lot of hogs, and
spreading manure from this facility could add to the problem.

Chairman Ehm informed the speakers that the Commission does not make any decisions on the
issuance of permits, adding that the technical staff reviews those type of things. He related that
the Commission appreciates their attention to these issues.

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, reported that the
department has a new position which will have one person be in charge of coordinating the
permitting, manure management plan review, and manure operator certifications. He introduced
Wayne Gieselman and related that he will be the Animal Feeding Operations Coordinator.

Mr. Valde stated that Mr. Gieselman is an engineer, a farmer, and a former Chief Engineer at the
Natural Resources Council.

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FINAL RULE—CHAPTERS 40, 41, 42, 43, 83, WATER SUPPLY AND
ENVIRONMENTAL LABORATORY CERTIFICATION

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

Commlsswn approval is requested for amendments to the Public Drinking Water Supply Rules

amendments to the Laboratory Certification Rules of IAC 567—Chapter 83. The public drinking
water supply rules have not been updated for five years and the amendments incorporate new and
revised drinking water regulations. Significant regulations were added as a result of the
reauthorization of the federal Safe Drinking Water Act in 1996. In addition, changes to the
laboratory certification program were needed.

The proposed rules were printed as a Notice of Intended Action in the Iowa Administrative
Bulletin XXI #21 on April 7, 1999. Six public hearings were held to receive public input, one in
each of the following communities: Atlantic, Des Moines, Iowa City, Manchester, Mason City,
and Storm Lake. The public comment period was from April 7 to May 27, 1999. Comments
received are detailed in the attached Responsiveness Summary along with the changes made in
response to the comments.

These amendments as proposed include:

e updates to incorporate changes from the 1996 reauthorization of the federal Safe Drinking
Water Act;

e new and amended definitions, some of which are adopted as a result of EPA mandates, others

which are inteded to clarify;

grammatical corrections;

analytical methodology updates;

adoption of a new viability assessment program, in accordance with EPA mandates;

adoption of a new consumer confidence report program, in accordance with EPA mandates;

adoption of a new Chapter 42, which includes reporting requirements moved from Chapters

41 and 43 as well as the new consumer confidence report program; and

e restructuring of the disciplinary actions for laboratory certification, to include a new category
of “suspended” certification

A copy of the rule and Responsiveness Summary is on file in the department’s Records Center.

Mr. Valde reviewed that these rules amend four chapters and adopt a new chapter. He presented
details of the amendments and changes made in response to the public comments.

Discussion took place regarding the low attendance at the public hearings.
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Dennis Alt, Bureau Chief, Water Supply Bureau, explained that a group of members from the
public as well as the regulated community participated in development of the rules, and
technical/professional meetings were held as well. He related that everything was discussed with
the affected sector so they were well aware of the rules.

Motion was made by Terrance Townsend to approve Final Rule—Chapters 40, 41, 41, 43, and
83, Water Supply and Environmental Laboratory Certification. Seconded by Rita Venner.

FINAL RULE—CHAPTER 55, AQUIFER STORAGE AND RECOVERY RULES

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

Commission approval of the final Aquifer Storage and Recovery (ASR) Rule is requested. A
copy of the proposed final rule is attached.

House File 2292, passed by the 1998 General Assembly, required the Department to initiate a
permit program for the injection, storage, and recovery of treated water from aquifers for potable
use. Draft rules to implement the program were prepared in consultation with an advisory
committee consisting of ten representatives of professional/technical organizations, water
utilities, and industry groups.

Six public hearings were held to receive public input on the draft rules. The comments received
and the Department’s responses to the comments are summarized in the attached Responsiveness
Summary. In general, only minor revisions were'made to the proposed rules as a result of the
comments received.

The final rule, if approved, will establish a new Chapter 55. Included in the proposed Chapter 55
are:

the clarification of the legal rights and obligations of ASR permit holders;
the definition of the affected area within an aquifer;
provisions for “limited registration” for aquifer pre-testing before a 20-year ASR permit is
issued;

e the engineering/hydrogeological criteria considered in the Department’s ASR project review;
and

e the requirement for two public notification periods prior to final issuance of an ASR permit.
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Mr. Valde stated that the Commission toured the local acquifer storage and recovery
demonstration site this moming, and these rules implement the statute that says it can be done
and protects it from someone else trying to withdraw water.

Gary Priebe asked where the rules list the separation distance from an injection site to where a
new well could be drilled.

James Braun asked if that could be specified, adding that water rights out West are a very big
issue. He shared Gary Priebe’s concern that a rule not be implemented that would forbid a town
five miles away from drilling a private well because someone else is using it as an aquifer for
storage. He related that the separation distance needs to be defined, adding that if it is only a few
square blocks he has no problem with it.

Mr. Valde stated that the applicant for the permit to store and withdraw has to do a study, and it
is specific by site, so in some cases the distance may be a few hundred feet. He added that it
depends on how far the water will spread when it is injected into the aquifer. Mr. Valde noted a
study would need to be done for each site for which one would apply for a permit. He related
that the separation distance would vary case-by-case.

Discussion followed regarding restrictions on other wells within the displacement zone. Also
discussed was protection of existing nearby uses, applicant responsibility on resolving water
rights issues, setting a precedent on water rights issues, and separation distances depending on
the geology of each area.

Randal Giannetto asked if there is any requirement where the applicant would have to go to the
county recorder and state that a permit has been issued for a specific area of ground, so that
future buyers of property would be on notice that they cannot drill a well there if they buy that

property. He added that merely publishing it in the paper is not proof for future generations to
know what is binding on the land.

Mr. Alt replied that there is no requirement in the law for that. He expanded on reserving the
water within the aquifer.

Gary Priebe asked why the staff is hesitant to place some kind of a base figure in the rules.

Larry Wilson suggested that the Commission put a condition on the rule requesting that acquifer
storage recovery be recorded.

Mr. Valde noted that it would have to be recorded against each legal description rather than a
circle 500 feet centered from a certain point.

Further discussion was held on the need for specifics on separation distances.
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Motion was made by Rita Venner to approve Final Rule—Chapter 55, Aquifer Storage and
Recovery Rules with the addition of language that the sections of land affected by the
displacement zone be filed at the county recorder's office, so future land transactions will be
known about the restrictions on new wells. Seconded by Elizabeth Christiansen. Moton carried
unanimously.

FINAL RULE—CHAPTERS 4, 5, AND 6, REVISIONS TO PROCEDURAL RULES ON
RULEMAKING AND DECLARATORY ORDERS

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

The Commission will be asked to approve the attached Adopted Rule to rescind 567-Chapters 4,
“Agency Procedure for Rule Making,” and 6, “Declaratory Orders.” This rulemaking will also
make minor changes to 567-Chapter 5, “Petitions for Rulemaking” in order to update addresses
within that chapter.

The Commission will be asked to adopt by cross-reference the rulemaking affecting 561-chapters
4,5, and 6, which was adopted by the director and will be published in the July 28 issue of the
Iowa Administrative Bulletin. No comments were made in response to the Notice of Intended
Action.

The purpose of these amendments is to adopt the new uniform procedural rules and to allow the
department’s rules to conform to the recent changes in the Iowa Administrative Procedure Act,

Iowa Code chapter 17A, which are found at 1998 Iowa Acts, chapter 1202 (House File 667).

These changes will be made applicable to all parts of the department of Natural Resources, as an
umbrella agency, in concurrent or subsequent rulemaking actions. Pursuant to the authority of
Iowa Code section 17A.5(2)(b)(1) and 1998 Iowa Acts, chapter1202, section 46 (House File 667,
section 46), these rules are intended to become effective July 1, 1999.

(A copy of the rule is on file in the department’s Records Center)
Mr. Valde stated that this is the rule to adopt the procedural rules under the Administrative
Procedures Act. He related that these need to be in place to handle contested cases rulemaking

procedures, declaratory rulings and declaratory orders.

Ann Preziosi, Compliance & Enforcement Bureau, expanded on details of the rules noting that
the rules will change agency procedure for rulemaking.
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Motion was made by Randal Giannetto to approve Final Rule—Chapters 4, 5 and 6, Revisions to
Procedural Rules for Rulemaking and Declaratory Orders. Seconded by Terrance Townsend.
Motion carried unanimously.

~ AGREEMENT RENEWAL WITH NATIONAL OLDER WORKER CAREER CENTER
(NOWCC) — AIR QUALITY BUREAU

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

Background:

For several years, EPA has had an agreement with the National Older Worker Career Center
(NOWCC) for a single staff person for the Air Quality Bureau. The Air Quality Bureau was (and
still is) very impressed with the performance of NOWCC. We created a direct contract with
NOWCC for 3 additional staff people under agreement number 99-7230-11 for the duration of
January 1, 1999 through June 30, 1999 for a total of $45,271.41.

NOWCC provides temporary workers to their clients. Some of the services they provide are to
advertise for the types of workers that their clients are looking for; review candidates to see how
well they fit with NOWCC and the client’s needs; provide a list of possible candidates for
interview; and finalize the hire.

NOWCC workers are of age 40 and over. NOWCC provides benefits to it’s workers such as:
fully paid health insurance; paid sick leave and vacation; and unemployment insurance.

The Air Quality Bureau has found NOWCC to be very reliable and roll-over to be minimal to
none compared to other temporary services. This is a benefit to the Air Quality Bureau because
training new staff is expensive and time consuming.

Agreement Renewal:

The Air Quality Bureau would like to renew the agreement with NOWCC for July 1%, 1999 to
June 30", 2000.

On September 30™, 1999 the EPA agreement with NOWCC will expire. EPA does not plan on
renewing this agreement; therefore, we will be adding one more staff person to the original

agreement number 99-7230-11 for a total of 4 staff positions.

Each staff position performs a specific function. These are defined below:
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Engineering Assistant (previously on EPA agreement) - assists in implementing the Clean Air
Act in Towa; reviews construction permit applications for completeness; develops and maintains
database tracking system for projects; assesses adequacy of materials submitted to support
permitting decisions; assists in efforts to image materials; manages the EPA APTI telecourses;
and provides AutoCad services.

inventory; reviews construction permit applications for completeness; develops and maintains
database tracking system for projects; assesses adequacy of materials submitted to support
permitting decisions; and performs as a back-up for the EPA APTI telecourses.

Administrative Support Assistant — provides back-up coverage of the Reception/Support desk
and Records area; handles mail processing and distribution; assists in entering asbestos
information in the ACTS database; and handles supplies.

Administrative Support Assistant — provides assistance to Title V Operating permit staff by
assisting with data editing and importing of IPI materials into SPARS; provides secondary back-
up coverage of the Reception/Support desk and Records area; performs as a back-up for mail
processing and distribution; assists in entering asbestos information into the ACTS database; and
provides back-up coverage for handling supplies.

The cost of the renewal contract with NOWCC for the duration of July 1%, 1999 through June
30™, 2000 for 4 staff positions is $130,000.00.

The Commission is asked to approve the issuance of this renewal agreement with NOWCC for
the 4 staff positions.

Mr. Valde described the work of the NOWCC and reviewed details of the agreement with them.
He related that EPA will not fund the NOWCC as of September, 1999, so the department would
like to keep the four staff positions and extend the contract to July of 2000, at a cost of $130,000.

Brief discussion followed.

Motion was made by Terrance Townsend to approve the Agreement Renewal with NOWCC as
presented. Seconded by Randal Giannetto. Motion carried unanimously.

AGREEMENT RENEWAL WITH IOW PRISON INDUSTRIES - SCANNING AND
DATA ENTRY - TITLE V OPERATING PERMITS
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Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

Background:
For the past 3 fiscal years, 1997, 1998, and 1999, the Air Quality Bureau has had an agreement

with Iowa Department of Correction, Division of Iowa Prison Industries (IPI) to provide
scanning, data reirieval, and related services of the Title V Operating permit applications for a

maximum billable amount of $300,000 per fiscal year.

The initial purpose of the agreement was to assist Air Quality in saving space and staff resources
due to the large volume of Title V Operating permit applications we were expecting. An
application can consist of anywhere from 50 to 8,000 pages of documentation. Most applications
are over 1,000 pages.

Agreement Renewal:

Th% Air Quality Bureau would like to renew the agreement with IPI for July 1%, 1999 to June
30", 2000.

The initial purpose of the agreement has expanded to include other uses. This agreement allows
the Air Quality Bureau to collect electronic information to populate our SPARS database and
provide legal historical information on our Title V Operating permit applications. We have
found another benefit of this system as well — our clients can reuse information electronically
which they had initially supplied to us in paper. This will save both the Air Quality Bureau and
our clients a lot of resources.

The Air Quality Bureau has worked with IPI to customize their scanning and data retrieval
processes to fit our needs. We have received excellent service and would like to continue our

agreement with them. To switch to another provider would cost hundreds of thousands of dollars
to just get them started. It is to the Department’s advantage to renew with IPI

The cost for an agreement with IPI for scanning, data retrieval, and related services for July 1%,
1999 through June 30th, 2000 is a maximum billable of $100,000.

The Commission is asked to approve the issuance of this contract with IPI for scanning, data
retrieval, and related services.

Mr. Valde explained details of the contract for scanning Title V operating permit applications.
Catharine Fitzsimmons answered questions on the scanning procedures.

Brief discussion followed as to whether this will be an ongoing need.

AGREEMENT WITH UHL FORK LABORATORY CERTIFICATION SERVICES -
FY2000

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

Commission approval is requested for a contract with the University of Iowa’s Hygienic
Laboratory (UHL) for Environmental Laboratory Certification services for SF'Y 2000.

The Department administers a laboratory certification program that assures that laboratories
performing analytical work are qualified to analyze samples and meet relevant analytical
standards. The UHL assists the Department in this regard by conducting on-site visits at
laboratories requesting certification or re-certification. Program areas covered by the laboratory
certification program include drinking water, wastewater, and underground storage tanks.
Analytical data reported to the Department for those programs must be from a certified
laboratory.

The proposed contract will continue this agreement with UHL. In addition, the proposed
contract calls for development of a lab certification program for solid waste.

The amount of the agreement is estimated at $156,060.00, which is an increase from the 1999
contract ($125,000). This increase is primarily due to the increase in the number of labs that will
need to be certified or re-certified during the next year. The certification fees paid by
laboratories are used to cover the cost of the contract; no state or federal funds are used.

Mr. Valde explained details of the agreement.

Motion was made by Terrance Townsend to approve the Laboratory Certification Agreement
with UHL as presented. Seconded by James Braun. Motion carried unanimously.

STATE OF IOWA PUBLIC DRINKING WATER PROGRAM ANNUAL COMPLIANCE
REPORT - 1998
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Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

The Safe Drinking Water Act (SDWA) Amendments of 1996 require states to prepare an annual
report of SDWA violations. The 1998 Iowa annual report has been prepared and copies of the
report will be provided to the Commission at its July meeting. This report fulfills the reporting
requirement in Iowa for the 1998 calendar year and is the third consecutive year such an annual

report has been prepared
r r Ir

This report was prepared by the Environmental Protection Division’s Water Supply Section.

Development of the report was accomplished through the use of the state’s water supply

database, which includes monitoring data for the 1,977 public water supplies active in 1998. In

summary:

= No waterborne disease outbreaks or deaths were attributed to drinking water from a regulated
public water supply system.

» Ninety percent of the public water supply systems were in compliance with drinking water
maximum contaminant levels (MCLs). Of the MCL violations, 64% were for coliform
bacteria, 32% for nitrate, and 4% for other chemicals and compounds. By May 1999
approximately 45% of the MCL violations had been resolved.

» Nine of 83 regulated chemicals or compounds were found at levels above their respective
MCLs: arsenic, carbon tetrachloride, chloroform, coliform bacteria, fluoride, nitrate, nitrite,
combined radium 226 & 228, and total trihalomethanes.

»  Approximately 75% of all the public water supply systems complied with all monitoring and
reporting requirements.

The number of MCL violations for bacteria and nitrates increased over the previous two years.
Because this is only the third year the statistics were compiled in a consistent manner, it is
difficult to ascertain whether the increase signifies an overall trend. Bacteria violations are
typically due to poor sampling techniques, system contamination, or poor well construction as
opposed to source water problems. The number of public water supplies that did not comply
with monitoring and reporting requirements also increased over the previous two years although
there was a change in the way monitoring violations were reported as compared to 1996 and
1997. By May 1999, 90% of the monitoring violations had been resolved.

The report is currently being printed and should be available for distribution by the end of July.
When available, the report will be distributed to all public water supplies listed in the report, the
Governor, legislative officials, EPA, members of the SDWA Advisory Group, and to the public
upon request.

(A copy of the report is on file in the department’s Records Center)

Mr. Valde stated that a copy of the report was placed at each Commissioner’s table.
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Chairman Ehm summarized that the report addresses the state’s requirements for public water
supplies and their compliance records throughout the course of the year.

Rita Venner stated that she was impressed with the report and related that it would be nice to see
some of this information in the newspaper. She asked whether that would be a difficult thing to
do.

Mick Klemesrud, I & E Bureau, staied that news releases were sent out on the report summary

the past two years and it will be sent again this year. He related that some of the newspapers will
publish it. Brief discussion followed regarding the facilities that were not in compliance.

Mr. Valde reviewed that last month the Commission requested a list of contracts the EPD
division has with CHEEC, IWRC, etc., and he asked for clarification on what the Commission
would actually like a report on.

Rita Venner stated that she would like to see a list of the contracts the Commission works with
and approves, such as 319 projects.

FINAL SETTLEMENT (OPERATOR CERTIFICATION REVOCATION)

Mike Valde, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the following
item.

Commission approval is requested for the two settlements in the Fairfield data falsification case.
The case involved two water supply plant operators who pled guilty to falsification of data in
connection with monitoring data submitted to ascertain compliance with the requirements of the
Surface Water Treatment Rule. Daily chlorine and turbidity log sheets of the Fairfield water
treatment plant did not match the monitoring data provided to the Department. An investigation
by the Department and the Attorney General’s Office confirmed the falsification.

The proposed settlements include:
e the permanent revocation of drinking water operator certification for the two operatiors, and
e an agreement the two operators will never apply for operator certification again.

Copies of the settlements will be provided to the Commission at the July meeting.

Mr. Valde introduced Dennis Alt, Supervisor, Water Supply Section, to discuss the operator
certification revocations.

Environmental Protection Commission Minutes July 1999

Mr. Alt explained that under the law the Commission is involved with any revocation of an
operator’s certification. He noted that in May 1998, the department received complaints from
fellow operators at the Fairfield Water Works and from several public thereafter concerning
potential falsification of data. An investigation revealed there was data being falsified at several
different sources. He explained details of the Attorney General’s handling of the case and noted
that the Commission received copies of the settlement agreements with the two operators,

Chairman Ehm asked if staff believes this sort of thing happens in other areas than just in
Fairfield.

Mr. Alt stated that Fairfield is a case whereby failure to comply with drinking water standards
represents immediate risk to health and could cause death or sickness. He added that in other
cases discovered it has been fairly minor and does not impact the public health and safety. He
related that the department is dealing with the most severe cases in this situation.

Motion was made by Randal Giannetto to approve the Operator Certification Revocations and
Settlement Agreements. Seconded by Terrance Townsend. Motion carried unanimously.

CONTESTED CASE APPEAL—DARYL HOLLINGSWORTH
Jon Tack, Compliance and Enforcement Bureau, presented the following item.

On May 24, 1994, the department issued Administrative Order No. 94-UT-26 to Daryl
Hollingsworth. That action required him to conduct a site clean-up investigation and submit a
site clean-up report (SCR). That action was appealed by Mr. Hollingsworth, and the matter
proceeded to administrative hearing on March 23, 1999. An amended Order was issued on
March 4, 1999, assessing a $4,500 penalty and updating the Order to reflect new rule provisions.
The Administrative Law Judge issued a Proposed Decision on May 11, 1999. The decision
affirms the Order, with the exception of vacating the penalty.

Both parties have appealed the Proposed Decision to the Commission. The department has
appealed portions of the decision. A motion to reconsider the decision to delete certain language
was filed by the department, which was denied by the Judge on the grounds that jusrisdiction is
now with the Commission. The Proposed Decision and appeal documents will be provided to
the Commission. The entire record, including hearing tapes and exhibits are available for your
review. The parties will be available to argue their respective positions and respond to your
questions. You may then affirm the Proposed Decision, or modify or reverse it, substituting your
own findings of fact and conclusions of law based on your conclusions from your review of the
record and legal argument.
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Mr. Tack briefed the Commission of this case involving an underground storage tank site
assessment and cleanup. He noted that the department is not appealing the findings but is
appealing one sentence on page 16, under paragraph 5, which addresses liability for cleanup and
cites a Blue Chip Enterprise case. He expanded on that issue and related that it is a groundwater
determination law and does not affect any of the requirements of this order. He added that the
conclusion of that sentence could have huge affects in other areas, in other tank cases. Mr. Tack

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be stricken, and that the order be aproved.

Terrance Townsend asked if this is the first time any reference has been made to limiting
anyone’s liability to whatever portion that they caused.

Mr. Tack stated that in the UST area the Blue Chip standard has never been applied. Discussion
followed regarding the former Blue Chip case. Mr. Tack noted that Mr. Hollingsworth’s appeal
is based on his feeling that the decision was unfair.

Motion was made by Rita Venner to amend the ALJ decision by striking the last sentence under
paragraph 5, on page 16, and to oppose the reference to Blue Chip Enterprise. Seconded by
Terrance Townsend. Motion carried unanimously.

Larry Wilson noted that after lunch copies of the letter Paul Johnson sent on July 6, 1999 to
Golden Oval were distributed to the Commission.

Mr. Wilson stated that just prior to the start of the meeting he received a FAX from a woman
named Pamela C. Moe-Merritt, from Elkins, West Virginia requesting an environmental impact
study of the proposed Golden Oval project. He noted that he placed a copy of that FAX at each
Commissioner’s work station. He added that he also placed copies of three articles which
appeared in several newspapers last week regarding the department staff response to EPA’s list
of impaired waterways.

Mr. Valde discussed the staff comments the department submitted on the impaired waters list.

He stated that the department wants clean water in Iowa and if a river or stream belongs on the
list the department wants it on the list, but wants it to be based on valid methodology, data and
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science. Discussion was also held regarding the staff meeting with the press on this issue and
their meeting with the Jowa Environmental Council.
